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EDITORIAL 


What Would The Score Be? 


One of the great American insti- 
tutions is the opening football 
game at the outset of each season. 
For one reason or another the big, 
powerful colleges usually take on 
small colleges, the result usually 
being a score somewhere in the late 
fifties or early sixties. 

The United States has the mak- 
ings of a great team, but it just 
ihasn’t been playing football lately 
and it’s going to take some time 
to develop a new defense, let alone 
a new attack. Were this country 
today to follow the desires of its 
Dorothy Thompsons and plunge in- 
to Europe’s war, it would still be 
in the position of Squedunk Junc- 
tion College facing Notre Dame 
except that it wouldn’t even get the 
guarantee that makes the small col- 
lege’s beating worth while. The 
President of this college has been 
talking with a good deal of bravado 
and indiscretion about the Axis 
powers, but war takes more than 
breast-beating. It takes guns, tanks, 
planes, ships—and we don’t have 
enough to do a good job of defense 
in our own country, let alone of- 
fense in another country. France 
had all the emotional ideals that 
besiege us at times when the Axis 
powers aggress too aggressively, 
but you need more than emotions; 
you need what a former President 
spoke of ‘Tuesday night as our 
“first line of defense—clear, real- 
istic and sober foreign policies di- 
rected to secure respect, good will 
and peace.” 

We like the word “realistic.” The 
United States had been getting 
away from it. President Roosevelt 
gave a fireside chat in which he 
frightened us by telling us how 
very few miles separate the pos- 
sible outposts of Hitlerdom from 
the United States; ex-President 
Hoover urges that the real danger, 
“immediate danger,’ be not exag- 
gerated, for “the 38000 miles of 
ocean is still a protection.” With 
competent preparedness by men 
who are not so addicted to fumb- 
ling as those who have been hand- 
ling the job the past few years, 
‘no foreign nation will entertain 
the dangerous thought of starting 
over these 3000.miles of ocean.” 

President Roosevelt’s actions and 
talk have been characterized by a 
lack of constructive foresight. Ex- 
President Hoover, who has a good 
deal more solidarity in him than 


his successor (it would be good for | 
the United States if Roosevelt were | 
also Hoover's predecessor) looks to | 


the future when “hate will be sit- 
ting at the peace table. We might 
with our moral force and our coun-

know the famine, disease and sutf- 
fering that is yet to come with this 
war. With our economic strength 
and our compassion we can save 
millions of lives, give aid to re- 
construction and inspire tolerance 
and ‘hope again to the world.” 

Our policy must be this: we're 
neutral, because Germany has done 
nothing to us; we should be pre- 
pared, because the present leader- 
ship in Germany has shown in the 
past that it can forget neutrality 
when it feels that that’s the oppor- 
tune thing to do; we should do 
everything in our power to bring 
peace, to reduce suffering, and in 
short to defend the United States 
by aiding the world to return to 
realistic common sense.

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Couple Enjoy Golden Wedding Honeymoon 
Visiting Children And Old Homestead 


Last Tuesday Mr. and Mrs. Fred- 
erick D. Greene quietly passed the 
fiftieth milestone of their married 
life at the old homestead, 96 Cen- 
tral street. Mrs. Greene was born 
there and it has been in her fami- 
ly more than 200 years. 

They were married at noon, June 
25, 1890, in the Old South church, 
by the pastor, Rev. Mr. Blair, the 
bride being given away by her 
brother, Homer Foster. The cere 
mony was witnessed by a_ large 
company of friends, and followed 
by a reception at the home of the 
bride’s mother, Mrs. A. M. Foster. 
The bridegroom, a graduate of 
Phillips academy, Amherst College 
and Yale Divinity school, was the 
son of Dr. Joseph K. Greene, who 
was a missionary of the American 


Board at Constantinople for 51| 
years. 
Two weeks after the ceremony 


the newly-weds sailed from Boston 
on a honeymoon trip that took 


In the beautiful city of Van, 
6,000 feet up, the Greenes made 
their home, while engaged in mis- 
sionary and educational work. Here 
they had two sons. Among the 
little Armenian boys. that Mrs. 
Greene helped to train, was lame 
Aram Torosian, now professor of 
Architecture in the University of 
California, and Haig Patigian, the 
foremost sculptor on the Pacific 
Coast. 

In 1894, in order to put back the 
progressive and restless Armeni- 
ans, the Turks began a series of 
massacres near Van that lasted 
three years and spread all over 
Turkey, with a quarter of a million 
victims. Mr. Greene’s activities 
during these years in raising funds 
in the United States to save the 
survivors prevented his return to 
Turkey. He then took up social 
work and served for fifteen years 
as Executive Secretary of the 
United Hospital Fund of New York. 

Their four sons and fifteen grand- 
children are so widely scattered
